W e hear much these days of the need 
for solving the transportation problem, in 
order to stabilize railroads, buses, trucks 
and other carriers. 


It should he constantly emphasized, in 
addition, that w hatever is done for the 
transpoi't system w ill not he to their bene­ 
fit alone. It w ill he directly in the interest 
of a dozen great industries, whicli depend 
largely on transportation to 
provide a 
market for their products. 
The steel industry is a good example. 
It is one of the largest industries in the 
country. It represents an investment of 
billions. It is a great taxpaper. It normal­ 
ly employs a vast arm y of men. And rail­ 
roads and other common carriers are the 
lai'gest users of steel products. The motor 
industry alone— of which truck and bus 
production is an important part— consum­ 
es 17 per cent of the total tonnage in 
average 
years. 
W hen 
railroad 
buying 
power is at a normal level, the demand 
for rails, locomotive steel, structural steel 
and similar products keeps many of the 
great mills of the nation going. 
The 
transportation 
problem 
affects 
eveiw carrier— and it is steadily growing 
more 
important. 
Inequitable, 
confused 
regulatoi-y policies are standing in the 
w ay of progress, not only of railroads, 
which have been the principal sufferer 
in the past, hut of truck and bus systems, 
which are rapidly drifting into chaos due 
to cut-throat practices and wasteful com­ 
petition. And, in the long run, tlie public 
must pay the hill, in the coin of ineffici­ 
ent service. 
A forward-looking government trans­ 
port policy, that would protect the inter­ 
ests of all carriers and treat all fairly, 
would give a great impetus to business 
at large. It would increase employment 
and purchasing power. The whole nation 
would feel the good effects.
